Tuberculosis. 

Only  one  case  of  Don-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  transferred  from  other 
districts. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  no  new  works  were  carried  out. 
The  Sanitary  Service  was  able  to  cope  with  the  increased  population. 
During  the  year  the  ministry  of  Health  drew  attention  to  the 


increased  risk  of  food  contamination  due  to  war  conditions  and  special 
attention  has  been  given  to  cowsheds  and  food  preparing  places,  the 
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cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  such  foods  being  of  great  importance 
in  the  spread  of  diseases  such  as  enteric  fevers,  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning.
